In steering this middle 
course it appears Mr Dulles 
has made a concession tv 
Congress when he snid the 
President should consult jt 
before “retaliating to help 
n NATO nation attacked by 
Russia unless the President 
deemed the atinck was a 
forerunner of an attack 
against America.” The 
qualification is loose enough 
tu allow the Administration 
tu) make a ‘fairly broad 
interpretation of it, If und 
when the time comes for a 
declaration, On the other 
hand it may reflect the

Europeans may raise— 
that the President is pre- 
pared lo uct urgently if “an 
attack inn forerunner of an 
attack against America”,

regarded otherwise. 


Abtioucn the principle of 
~ retaliation is not in doubt, 
there is oan important 
element of delay involved— 
it may only amount to a 
matter of hours (and if 
Congress were In recess it 
coukd be very much longer) 
but this period of | time 
could be vital in the event 
of a sudden attack. Further- 
more there is this considera- 
tion: the Supreme Com- 
manders of the NATQ land, 
sea and air forces are all 
Americans whose authority 
to engage in any war would 
presumably be bound either 
by a specific declaration of 
war or by some form of 

_ Congressional approval. As 
there is this fuctor of delay 
implied in the President 
consulting Congress before 
declaring war, it would seem 
there’ is ao strong case for 
the appointment of European 
and British Supreme Com- 
manders, who ‘would not be 
fettered by the mechaniam 
of the American Constitution 
but who would be able to act 
immediately an attack came.

The role of the Alr Force will 
prove to have been of capital 
importance in this battle, what- 
ever the intentions of the Vict- 
minh, It is possible that follow- 
ing the flerce assaults of March 
13 to 15 the Alr Force held the 
fate of Dien Blen Phu in its 
hands. 

The crucial problem fs that of 
atmospheric conditions over the 
immense bowl, Thus far, con- 
ditions have been good, but 
weather Is extremely variable in 
this season In the area, and the 
defenders of Dien Bien Phu can 
be supplied only by alr. It is 
also =the.) «of only) =o means) of 
evacuation of the wounded and 
of sending reinforcements in 
case of necessity. 

No Vietminh units have been 
withdrawn from the battle and 
General Giap probably still has 
avallable nearly thirty thousand 
men. Munitions and food to the 
Vietminh froces continue to be 
sent from the Chinese border by 
trucks and thousands of porters. 

If General Giap renews his 
mass assaults, the waves of ad- 


-vanelng Vietminh force will find 


the deployment of Franco-Viet- 
nam positions improved and re- 
inforced, and the new attacks 
will probably be = still morc 
costly than the previous ones. 


HANOI ‘CONFIDENCE . 

Confidence in-the outcome of 
the battle persists in Hanol, and 
has been particularly marked 
since the palnful problem of 
evacuation of the  scriously 
wounded began to he solved 
with the use of helicopters: The 
number of ‘helicopters: available 
is. howevor. highly insufficient.

Thess two pdints thus ‘im- 
ply'that firstly, it is unlikely 
that future commercial 
ners —- of the piston and jet 
types at any . rate — will - be 
equipped -for vertical: take off, 
and secondly that. even if they 
were, a long runway will be 
necessary for these landings. -
